HANKOW, China, Aug. 23.—(UP) 
Pestilence broke out in refuge camps 
of the flood-devastated Yangtze river 
valley today, intensifying the suffer- 
ing of hundreds of thousands in the 
worst disaster of China’s history. 

Native survivors appeared to have 
been so completely demoralized that 
they were not even willing to save 
themselves from the flood, which has 
almost wiped out the thickly populated 
Wu-han area. 

Many thousands have died of dis- 
ease and drowning and a winter fam- 
ine now seems nnescapable. 

When the United Press correspond- 
ent toured the Wu-han district in 
a sampan today, visiting Hankow, 
Wuchang and Hanyang, thousands of 
starving and exhausted persons were 
sitting motionless on roofs or in shal- 
low water, calmly awaiting death. 

I saw few signs of activity except 
on the part of the military rescue 
forces and they were unable to arouse 
the survivors to co-operate in relief 
work or even to save themselves in 
many cuses. A majority of the 30,- 
000,000 persons affected by the flood 
over an area of more than 500 miles 
along the river have been firmly con- 
vinced that the disaster was due to 
anger of the Yangtze dragon god, who 
took offense because the river dragon 
temple was demolished recently.

RECRUITED BY SOVIET 


6,000 Needed To Fill Jobs 
Before the End of 
the Year. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—(/)—From 
the coal mines, the steel mills, the 
machine shops, and from the rank and 
file of American skilled labor, the so- 
viet union is recruitng 6,000 workers 
to fill jobs in Russia before the end 
of this year. 

The Amtorg Trading Company an- 
nounced today that 2,000 persons al- 
ready have been hired to fill new jobs 
created by the “rapid development of 
the five-year plan.’ More than 100,- 
000 applications have been received 
from workers all over the United 
States, Amtorg officials said, but all 
except the remaining 4,000 needed to 
fill the quota must be rejected. 

The 6,000 will supplement about 

00 American workers, many of 
whom went to Russia as tourists. 

Amtorg officials described the move- 
ment of American-trained workers 
into the soviet union as “organized 
immigration.” They pointed out that 
every worker leaves the United States 
with the guarantee 
place to live. 

"In practically all cases,”’ the an- 
nouncement said, “the American work- 
ers going over on these contracts are 
paying their own passage, and in 
many cases taking their own 
which are admitted free of duty.” 


It was explained the workers are | 


going under one and two-year con- 
tracts, but many of them, officials 
said, are taking their families with 
the intention of settling there perma- 
nently. 

While there are a number of Amer- 
ican-born among them. most of the 
emigrants came here from Europe 
5, 10 or years ago. 

They include miners, 
earpenters, bricklayers, 
workers, tractor and 
pairmen.
